The organi- 
zation is composed of nine commissioners, including one 
full-time chairman and eight committee members appointed by 
the Ministry of Culture in order to discuss and decide on the 
main policies related to Korean films.

7 i ) | received a call when we were about half way into 2015, from a reporter who was prepar- 
ing an overview of the film industry. He asked me why the industry was having a bad year 

™ E PO RT so far and what the reason might be. My answer was, “With the opening of CHOI Dong- 
hoon’s Assassination in August and RYOO Seung-wan’s Veteran, you won't be saying that 


anymore.” This wasn't hard to predict. When both films went over the 10 million admis- 


sions mark, people stopped worrying about the poor performance of Korean films. It’s not

unusual to speculate and worry about the future of Korean films’ performance, but | think 


it’s time to ask ourselves a more fundamental question. 


Ever since we reached 200 million admissions in 2013, this number has only kept on rising. 


Out of that number, the audience share for Korean films in the last five years was over 


50%. If we apply that to an actual number, it means over 100 million people have gone 
to see Korean films each year since 2013. If we consider the audience share as an impor- 
tant indication of one’s national film industry and its health, then Korean film is very stable. 
Even so, why do we always worry about the performance of our industry just from the 


first half of the year? 


In the first half of 2015, the December 2014 release Ode to My Father was a hit. The per- 
ceived lull only lasted for a few months. This proves that people look at the Korean film 
industry in a linear perspective. Directors like CHOI Dong-hoon, RYOO Seung-wan and LEE 
Joon-ik still lack the trust they deserve and are dependent on the public's tastes and 
choices. The theaters were dominated by Hollywood blockbusters in the first half of the 
year. However, it only felt temporary with the achievement of Korean films built up over 


the past years. 








» Assassination 


Assassination and Veteran both reached 10 million admissions followed by 5 million 
viewer films like /nside Men, The Throne, Northern Limit Line and The Priests, proving the 
strength of Korean films. What's notable about this year is that although they didn’t reach 
10 million, the number of 5 million admissions films increased. Also, these films didn't 
lure in audiences with their production size or elaborate visuals, but through interesting 


and unique themes and stories. 


2015 could have been remembered as a year of crisis. Due to the MERS virus, theatergoers 
stopped going to watch films. With this in mind, the 200 million mark seems much bigger 
than in 2014. What's interesting is that due to the fear of the virus roaming around, people 
watched more films through personal media. A secondary market in Korea, ‘IPTV’ and 
smartphones provided film-streaming services in higher numbers. The increased number 
of import films proves that there is also an increase in the need for content. Saturation in 
theaters automatically became a problem. Hence, the imported films had cases where 


they went straight to IPTV or markets for online downloading. Some IPTV servicing com- 


panies even created a separate department for purchasing overseas content to expand 
their library. And throughout 2015, the Korean film industry paid more attention to the 


secondary market during the production stage. 


It's meaningless to evaluate the market's performance based only on theatrical perform- 
ance. Although their performance on the big screen may be poor, there are films that do 
better on IPTV and through download services. Not only should we look at the box office 
records, but also the download counts. Just like how the music industry went from albums 
to sound sources, films will move to downloading and streaming services. In this situation, 
we can't say that the industry is in crisis just looking at the box office reports. Personally,

Disappearance of the 10,000 Viewer Mark 


| want to bring back a previous incident. Come, Closer, which was released in the second 
half of 2010, was a debut omnibus film from director KIM Jong-kwan. | could talk about 
what disappointed me about the film, but what I'd rather remember is the small party 
they held when they passed 10,000 viewers at Sangsangmadang. Starting in 2010, Korean 
independent films started to cross 10,000 admissions, and every time they would pass 
this number, we would celebrate. The word for 10,000 in Korean, which is “Man", not 
only denotes a number, but also means “to fill up". This opened a new era for Korean 


film. PARK Jung-bum and YANG Ik-june are some of the directors who rose from this time. 


After the 2000s, there were two reasons why Korean independent feature films developed. 
One is that it was the golden era of film festivals. After the 00s, Korean international film 
festivals faced a renaissance where they became connected to other international film 


festivals such as Cannes. They also became the route where young and new directors and 


their films were introduced. 
By spotlighting invited titles 
from international film festi- 
vals, young directors started 
to build a new foundation 
for themselves. This is why 
independent film theaters 
and special theaters started 
to boom. Korean independ- 
ent films gave birth to popu-

» With or Without You 

2015 was a symbolic year. 
The number 10,000, which 
seemed so easy to accomplish, started to become a bigger hurdle as films had trouble 
reaching the milestone. PARK Jung-bum’s second feature film Alive had the director's 
unique style and mannerism following his debut film The Journals of Musan, but it failed 
to reach over 10,000 admissions. Independent feature films are produced every year, but 
it's hard for them to get released in theaters. Most of all, there's a lack of theaters that 
screen independent feature films, which makes it even harder to find more audiences. 
Looking at the box office records from the Korean Film Council, Factory Complex, 
Madonna, With or Without You, A Midsummer's Fantasia, Alice in Earnestland, and So- 


cialphobia were the films that went over 10,000 spectators and were recognized in 2015. 


There were a few more alternative films that were talked about, but those were mostly 
made from known art directors or films that had professional support in production and 


distribution. 


KAFA‘s Two Films: Socialphobia 
and Alice in Earnestland 


Socialphobia, which had the best score out of all alternative films, and Alice in Earnestland, 
which followed suit, can be recognized as the present of Korean independent films. Both 
works were produced by the Korean Film Council's educational subsidiary, the Korean 
Academy of Film Arts (KAFA) through their research program and were made with the 
support of CGV Arthouse, a subsidiary of CJ, which is specialized in the production and 
distribution of alternative films. The two works naturally went through the important plat- 
forms of Korean independent films. Socia/phobia was first introduced through the Busan 
International Film Festival's Vision section, while Alice in Earnestland competed and won 
in the Korean film section of the Jeonju International Film Festival. 


These films took the elite road as independent feature films. They are associated with 
KAFA, which has produced many leading directors in the past, and they were also invited 
to domestic and international film festivals, drawing much attention. With the stable dis- 
tribution support of CGV Arthouse, they were also profitable in the market. Director HONG 
Seok-jae of Socialphobia was able to get 240,000 admissions while Alice in Earnestland 
reached 40,000. If one considers this process successful, it means that Korean independent 
feature films can no longer introduce a new production system but can only reach a certain 
maximum performance through a stable and conservative production process. In an un- 


stable time like now, everyone looks to secure a more stable foundation. 


The two films’ subject matters are both aggressive, yet they're built on conservative at-

mosphere. Socialphobia is about youths who are obsessed with social media. ‘Lena’ and 
her negative comment online about a runaway soldier becomes the talk of the town and 
netizens start to trace her. Some ‘men’ even go to Lena's house and the whole process is 
streamed live online. But when these men walk into Lena's house and find her dead, they 


are questioned for being responsible for inducing Lena to commit suicide. 


Socialphobia reflects the uneasiness of present day. In regards to youth, the film says, 
“Ego is strong, but there is nothing that could maintain that ego.” A friend of Lena then 
answers, “All kids are like that these days.” This answer is definitely something the director 
put an emphasis on. But instead of this scene being closely tangled within the drama, it 
also looks like a meaningless reply, just like a comment left on the internet. Lena’s friend 
doesn't have much presence in the first half of the film. Socialphobia carries a critical con- 
sciousness, but it fails to establish the main focus, revealing the film’s limits. One can al- 
ways criticize others, but it's hard to find the emphasis on ‘lack of prospects’ behind 


Socialphobia. 


It's the same with AHN Gooc-jin's Alice in Earnestland. This film is about Soo-nam (LEE 
Jyung-hyun) who works days and nights to pay back her loans which were borrowed for 
her husband who in a vegetative state. Her tiresome life distances her from reality and it 
leads to her committing a series of murders. She is a victim of her situation within society 
but at the same time, becomes a culprit because of those pressures. She's a victim of de- 


sires but also incarnates desire as a criminal. And that's the moment the film ends. 


Socialphobia and Alice in Earnestland both have interesting subjects, but they do not go 
deep enough other than just raising the subject matter itself. The lack of a punch in the 
ending is best described by quoting the film Socia/phobia, where it says there is “no sub- 
stance." However, it doesn't study the reason why the substance has disappeared from 
the ego of present day youths. Therefore, the two films only leave us with a gloomy social 
landscape. Where were they trying to go with their diagnoses? Five years ago, represen- 
tative independent films such as YANG Ik-june's Breathless and PARK Jung-bum's The 
Journals of Musan revealed social and personal scars, but now, independent feature films 


Started to talk less about themselves and rather about stories they are looking at. 


The Importance of Factory Complex 


Factory Complex started in 2011 when director and artist IM Heung-soon recorded the 
history around his workshop. It's composed of interviews of female workers who have la- 
bored for years to make a living. This film is faithful to the basic characteristics of a doc- 
umentary. Moreover, as an artist, IM succeeds in implementing meaning to his recordings 
in addition to just showing what's really there. What has been changing in Korean inde- 
pendent films lately is that people from various fields get to have their stories told. Films 
that are on the borderline between film and art such as Kelvin Kyung Kun Park's A Dream 


of Iron have been surfacing. Under the umbrella of media arts, the division between film 
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and art broke down 
a long time ago, and 
every year, some of 
these films become 
successful. IM's film 
root from the con- 
cept of the value of 
labor, which has 
long been dealt 
with in independent 
film, but with the 
juxtaposition of im- 
ages and interviews, 
» Madonna went a step further 

than merely being a 

documentary film. 
The director's annotations of images expand our imagination and polish it meticulously 
over numerous interviews. Without disturbing the interviews, the commentary compli- 
ments the story and creates room for imagination. During a time where Korean independ- 
ent documentary has been withering, Factory Complex and its attempt in trying to hold 
onto history, reality, life and love, consoles me. One of the reasons why Korean independent 
film could continue to survive is because they don't get buried by minute things and they 


remind us of basic values. 


Although films with 10,000 admissions in independent feature films have decreased, 


Madonna, With or Without You and A Midsummer's Fantasia prove that directors who are 
keen on representing the rights of women, seniors and the value of daily life have not yet 
subsided. SHIN Su-won's Madonna speaks for women directors, and womens’ voices are 
expected to rise in the future. With or Without You talks about the daily lives of seniors, 
and tries to bring the seniors who are often forgotten in this youthful time into the spot- 
light. JANG Kun-jae’s A Midsummer's Fantasia tries to find the value of life within the 
mundane. It is a film that still delivers the director's message without having to bring up 
dramatic elements or emotions. If most Korean independent feature films look like they 
emphasize their subject matter, A Midsummer's Fantasia is another good example that 


attitude and perspective can create a new style. 


In Between a Genre’s Established 
Elements and Variations 


RYOO Seung-wan's Veteran was probably one of the most talked-about films of the year. 
Action films are RYOO's specialty, but with his social criticism as seen in The Unjust, Veteran 
became a sophisticated action film. With it, RYOO proved his capability of becoming 
Korea's Martin Scorsese. It has been every director's dream since the early 2000s to create 
a film that has director's insight as well as the enjoyable aspects of a genre film, but such 
films have been a rarity. Veteran is not only a variation of a genre, but it shows what 
RYOO's genre style is like. 


LEE Joon-ik has a heavy style in the period genre, and The Throne shows just that. The 
story of Prince Sado, who was trapped in a wooden chest for eight days, was shown in 
present and past times, with a variation of stories from the father and the son, the king 
and politics, and humans and tragicomedy. His cheerfulness in Once Upon a Time In a Bat- 
tlefield wasn't found here, but the way LEE dealt with individuals has become deeper. 


With the close-ups, the film created dramatic tensions. 
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Through the few directors who were successful in showing their craftsmanship in genre 
films, it proves that 2015 was a year that valued a film's craftsmanship. In this respect, 
HONG Sangsoo's Right Now, Wrong Then is an important film that showed the director's 
craftsmanship. The filmic styles each one of the directors carries become natural like the 
air around us after a certain amount of time. They remind of us of their previous work, 


but the details that lure us in can still show their beauty inside. 


However, there are films that tried to put variations in a genre but didn't quite succeed. 
CHOI Dong-hoon’'s Assassination is set in the Japanese colonial period when Koreans were 
rising up to stand up for themselves. Such a story hasn't been dealt with much before, 
but in terms of the genre's craftsmanship, there were awkward elements that got in the 
way. Following The Thieves, CHOI's twists within the subject matter have reached their 
limit. The Himalayas, released December 2015 and continuing to perform well, also intro- 
duced a story that's less often dealt with, but it's hard to find the craftsmanship within it. 
Obviously, as see with The Himalayas, just a small variation in genre can bring about a 


positive response. But just being a new story isn’t enough. War film Northern Limit Line 





and a film about power 
struggles, Inside Men, 
both brought pleasure 
to audiences, but their 
genre's craftsmanship 
could not be supported 
and the enjoyment of 
the film had to face lim- 


its. 


The Priests also falls 
into this category. The 
occult genre is rare in 
Korea, so it initially 
brought much _ atten- 
tion, but new genres 
that are attempted 
often fail by being tied 
down to the character- 


istics of the genre itself. 





It's hard to escape from 
being obsessed over a 


Subject matter. 


Ever since the 2000s, Korean films tried to survive between choosing a genre and giving 
a twist to a subject matter to create a new formula. With RYOO Seung-wan as an example, 
to find perfection, one must repeatedly go through trial and error. For a long time, the cul- 
tural value of Korean society was between ‘difference’ and ‘categorization’, but looking 
back at the films of 2015, | came to the conclusion that in order to get rid of any worries 
about the future of the Korean film industry is to have ‘repetition’ bring out one’s crafts- 
manship. The desire and obsession to find something new in the Korean film industry 


leaves us with rough and unpolished films. 
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It's time to establish sturdier models. Such a change will become an example for new di- 
rectors, and protect the filmmakers who won't be agitated by the short-term results but 
continue to build their own stories. Director KIM Jong-kwan, who was mentioned earlier, 
will be back after a six-year hiatus. If we're going to welcome a new era of overflowing 
content, we need to expand the opportunity cost with new actors and new stories instead 
of supporting films with sex and violence made for IPTV. An impulsive and temporary in- 
vestment of opportunity cost will die shortly. This will not lay our worries about the Korean 
film industry to rest. Instead of being obsessed over numbers, we must forget about them 


in order to see what's next.
